The Veto on the Chinese Bill and Its vrobable Results 
~Republican Chowder—A Pic ure of the Two 
Sides—Georgia’s Vacant Chairs— Personal 
Foiats—Teller and Clements. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Wasurneton, April 5.—The veto of the Chi- 
nese bill was not wholly unexpected, but it 
was asurprise to most of the lookers-on in 
Washington. The knowing gossips had been 
saying that the president would and wouldn't, 
hut the pressure was very strong to secure the 
approval of the bill, and the public did not 
believe Arthur had the nerve to plank down 
aveto. A week ago a Georgia congressman 
told me he believed the veto would come be- 
eause the New York press and New York in- 
fluences seemed to be against the bill. Ar- 
thur, he said, is ruled mainly by New York. 
As I write, the senate is considering what to 


do with the veto. Mr. Bayard, in his labored 
style, is dressing off the president and polite- 
ly informing him what good mannersare. He 
says the message bringing the veto was a 
specimen of executive indecorum without a 
parallel in the history of our country. Bay- 
ard has made good use of the opportunity. 
The clamor for the bill will now turn to de- 
nunciation of the president and the Dela 
ware senator can become the hero of the 
howlers. 
ON THE PACIFIC COAST, 

The effect on tiie Pacitic coast and the west 
generally, itis agreed will be striking. The 
democrats will, if they fail to pass the bill 
over the veto, as they must, drop to fifteen 
vears, and try the president on a little milder 
dose. He will not swallow more than ten 
years of prohibition, and the democrats know 
this, but they mean to make the most of the 
eapital this agitation has thrown into their 
hands. Pity the party eouldn’t find a bet 
ter way to gather new strength in_ the 
west for the anti-Chinese clamor, after all the 
eloquence of both houses in support of it, 
remains a little busine s, and at the bottom 
of it are unworthy motives, and it is possible 
that Arthur's veto will not be the cause of 
unrequited loss to his party. It may bring to 
him asober element to counteract in some 
degree the defection of the labor leagues of 
the west. 

TWO PICTURES. 

Late last night I was coming down Penn- 
sylvaniaavenue. I had been foran hour listen- 
ing to a crowd of politicians talk of the veto 
and its probable effect. Without exception they 
denounced the Chinese and said it was an out- 
rage on the free labor of America to be forced 
into competition with the “pagan 
horde.”’ There was a rehash 
of _all the arguments in favor 
of the Chinese bill, and poor John was han- 
dled without mercy. But from none of those 
politicians did I hear as true a reason for re- 
jecting the Chinese as I accidentally sawa 
few minutes later on the street. On a corner 
a crowd had gathered, attracted by a row be- 
tween two drunken mechanics, both of whom 
had just been taken away to the police sta- 
tion. That night a day’s pay had gone for 
whisky. and to morrow a week's wages would 
have .o come for the tine of disturbing the 
peace. Net a hundred yards from where the 
arrest was made, on the south.or cheap,side of 
the avenue, a door partly open revealed in the 
low, dimly lighted room a Chinaman _ work- 
ing away amid a heap of clothes. It was 
nearly midnight, but he pushed his iron vig- 
orously, and had thrown open Iris door to get 
a breath of fresh air. He did'nt have time to 
get drunk and raise a row on the streets, and 
he wasn't able to employ two finely dressed 
policemen to wait on him. His list of prices 
showed that true to his instincts he charged 
less than his American rivals but his work is 
as good and he seems to love it better. He 
kept at it without running out to see what 
was the matter in tne street, and as he goes to 
carry home his clothes to get his pay, he may 
same American gentlemen, who 
were arrested. while he had other business, 
cussing the “\d—d Chinese.’ We are in dan 
ger of being corrupted by the industry and 
temperance of the Chinaman and his habits of 
economy are simply shocking. China must 
progress a long way-from her quaint old 
ways before she can produce such a flower of 
civilization as the San Francisco ‘‘hoodlum”’ 
and the New York ‘Bowery boy.” 

GEORGIA'’S VACANT CHAIRS

BLACKBURN'S INVESTIGATION, 

Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, offered a res- 
olution directing the committee on expendi- 
tures in the war department to inquire what, 
if any, abuses exist or have existed in the ad- 
judication of claims in the quartermaster gen- 
eral's, the commissary general’s and the 
third auditor’s office, and report 
their finding, together with such 
recommendations as it may deem 

roper for the settlement of such claims. 
Mr. Robeson, of New Jersey, offered asa 
substitute, a similar resolution, but with a 
preamble reciting that it has been asserted on 
the tloor of the house, by a member, that he 
had evidence in his possession which showed 
that certain clerks of the government had 
acted fraudulently and corruptly.

THE PRESIDENTIAL COUNT. 


A Bil Leoking te Ite Orde: ly Regulation Hereafter 

Wasuincton, April 7.—The presidential 
count bill, which passed the senate without 
amendment, provides that the presidential 
electors of each state shall meet and give 
their votes on the second Monday of the Jau- 
uary next following their appointment, at 
such — as the legislatures of the states 
may direct; that each state, pursuant to its 
laws existing on the day fixed torthe appoint- 
ment of electors, may determine prior to the 
meeting of electors any controversy concern- 
ing the appointinent of all or any of them; 
that such determination shall be conclusive 
evidence of their lawful title and shall govern 
in the count by congress; that no electoral 
vote or votes from any state from which one 
return has been received shall be rejected 
except by the aflirmative votes 
of the two houses; that if 
more than ore return is received from a state, 
the votes of those electors appointed by the 
lawful tribunal of the state shall be counted; 
and in the.event of a question as to which of 
the two or more of such state tribunals is the 
lawful tribunal, the votes of the electors ap- 
pointed by that tribunal which the two 
houses acting separately shall be counted; 
that in case of an undetermined contest be- 
tween two or more sets of electors of a state 
those votes sha]l be counted which the two 
houses acting separately shall decide to be the 
lawful electoral votes. The bill also pro- 
vides that ifthe counting of votes shall not 
have been completed before the fifth calendar 
day nextaiter the first joint meeting of the 
two houses, no recess shall be afterward taken 
by either house until the counting is finished. 

CHANDLER IN DOUBT. 

The confirmation of W. E. Chandler ap- 
pears to be in some doubt, and several 
democratic senators, among them Beck, 
assert that he will not receive the democratic 
yote. Those opposed to Chandler, say no 
senator who opposed him when sent in by 
Garfield for solicitor general can now ¢on- 
sistently vote for him for a higher office. 
At that time seven or more republicans were 
against him, among them Hoar and Hawley, 
because they thought his nomination con- 
trary to civil service reform principles, Cam- 
eron, Conkling and Logan opposed him be- 
cause of his prominence in defeating Grant 
at Chicago. Chandler’s friends say he will 
be promptly confirmed by a large majority 
and no republicans will vote against him. 

THE MASON CASE. 

The secretary of war, in his report to the 
president on the case of Sergeant Mason,takes 
issue with the judge advocate general on the 
question of the validity of the sentence of 
the court martial. The judge advocate gen- 
eral reported that the proceedings were irreg- 
ular and faulty, and that the sentence was 
void. The precise ground taken by the secre- 
tary of warin disputing this point is not 
known, as he declines to make the character 
of his report public. It is also stated that 
while Attorney General Brewster has not 
given any formal opinion in the case, he has 
expressed views to the president in opposition 
to the stand taken by the judge advecate gen- 
eral. Attorney General Brewster and Judge 
Advocate General Swaim were to-day served 
with notices to show cause before the United 
States supreme court on April 17 why a writ 
of habeas corpus should not issue in the case. 
Similar notices have been served on C, D. 
McDougall, marshal for the northern district 
of New-York, and John McEwen, keeper of 
Albany penitentiary.

The Funeral of the Murdered Bandit-—The Services 


Over the Remains-- Attendant Scenes Among the 
Relatives—The Feeling in the Communi’y 
—What the Assassins Have to Say.

AROUND THE REMAINS. 
A dispatch from Kearney, Mo., near which 


Jesse James, suys that the train bearing the 


at that place about one o’clock y 
morning, having been detained at C 
and the scene was avery patheticone. Mrs. 
Samuels could not restrain her feelings, and 
talked a good deal about the manner her son 
had been killed. Toatreporter present she 
said: “Il know it had to come, but my dear 
boy Jesse is better off in heaven to-day than 
he would be here with us.”’ Friends flocked 
around and each was greeted by name by Mrs. 
Samuels with a word about the trouble. The 
party went directly tothe Kearney hotel, 
where Dr. Samuels met them. The body 
was taken to his office and the casket open- 
ed. The crowd was admitted to look. Mrs, 
Samuels and  Jesse’s widow entered 
with the children at 2a.m. The scene was 
terrible. There were shrieks, moans and 
curses, and Luther James, Johnny Minms, 
Dr. Samuels and triends tried to get the old 
ludy away from the body, but before she and 
Mrs. James got to bed all the friends present 
had looked at the remains and identified them 
as those of Jesse James. 
THE ATT&NDANT CROWDS, 

A big crowd was in the town all night and 
the excitement was intense, though not 
openly manifested, and at daylight the sky 
cleared, and though the sun rose upon the 
roads which were deep in mud, horsemen be- 
gan coming from every direction at the ear- 
lest hours. The coffin still lay with uneov- 
ered lid upon the upturned box in the office 
of the hotel, and to this magnet of attraction 
each new comer hovered, as if by instinct. 
The incoming trains are bringing fresh arrivals 
also, and the scene is that of a swarming, 
fair-day. ’. D. Woodward and John D. 
Carson, superintendentand general manager 
of the Hannibal and St. Joe railroad, were 
passengers on the south-bound train, which 
passed through at 7:45, and it was stopped 
long enough to permit the officia!s and pas 
sengers to view. the body. The hotel was only 
halt duzen a rods from the station. Two other 
passenger trains were stopped for the same 
purpose. The avidity of the people to look 
upon the face of the dead man seems to be 
one of singulur power. Tuere appears in it 
more than passing curiosity, and upon many 
faces traces of compassionate emotions are 
perceptible as they gaze upon the now ghast- 
ly countenance. The wife and mother are 
more subdued this morning, but their calm 
has a treacherous aspect, which forebodes an 
outbreak at the funeral, which is to take place 
thss afternoon at the Baptist church. Sam 
Kaufman, a noted despetado, and a party, ar- 
rived this morning and viewed the remains. 
He was telegraphed to come by Luther James, 
cousin of the dead man. 

THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The funeral party left the hotel at 2:10 p.m. 
First came the wagon with the corpse, and 
next the family; next mounted officers, and 
last the wagon with reporters. An immense 
crowd on horseback, on foot and in wagons, 
followed. The pall-bearers were Sheriff ‘Tim- 
berlake, Deputy Sheriff Reed, Charley Scott, 
J. B. Henderson, J. D. Ford, Ben Flanders 
and James Vaughn. On the hill around tne 
church was a bigcrowd. At the door the 
Rev. Mr. Martin met the mourners and asked 
Mrs. Samuels if she objected to Brother 
Jones assisting in the services. She said she 
did not. Afterthe body was carried into the 
ehurch, the services began with the hymn, 
*What a friend [ have in Jesus.” The Rev. 
J. M. Jonesy followed in prayer, after which 
the hyimn, ‘‘Where shall rest be found,’’ was 
sung. The Rey. J. M. Martin followed with 
the funeral sermon. Afierthe Rev. Martin 
had concluded his remarks, which were.full 
of comfort for the mourners, and in which 
he dwelt. on the forbearance and willingness 
to forgive of Christ, the procession started 
for the farm in the same order in which it 
went from the hoteltothe church. It was 
followed by an immense crowd 

THREATENING THE ASSASSINS. 

St. Jor, Mo., April6.—The Ford boys re- 
ceived a threatening letter from a party sign- 
ing himself Nemo, alias Remo, enciosed in an 
otticial envelope of the Tennessee legislature 
and dated Nashville, Tenn., April 4. The 
letter is written with a bad pencil end vows 
bitter and bloody vengeance upon Robert for 
killing Jesse James. ihe boys are in excel- 
lent spirits. They are hampered and toasted 
and receive their friends and admirers in the 
most genial manner. They are both confident 
that the body of the dead outlaw will be 
robbed after buriai on the homestead. 

Questioned with regard to the report that 
he regretted having killed Jesse since confine- 
ment, Robert said: ‘‘Yes, I did say that, but 
it was in fun. Why, I would have killed 
Jesse if I knew I had to go to jail for a year. 
It was a ground hog case. I had killed one of 
his pals, had helped to arrest another and 
joined the detectives. He would have killed 
me had he known these cirumstances,”’ 

THEY ARE NOT AFRAID, 

‘‘Are you afraid the writer of the Nasbville 
letter may hunt you up?” “No, tell his if 
he will give us bie nume we will meet him 
anywhere in the United States.’’ The boys 
sat for their photographs today. Orders for 
their likenesses are pouring in from every di- 
rection, but especially from New York. They 
speak in high terms of Jesse’s wife, and are 
notin the least nervous about their tuture. 
They say they will return to Clay county as 
soon as they are liberated. Mrs. Samuels 
stated to a friend yesterday, thatsome Kan 
sas City parties had offered her a large sum 
for the body of herson, which she indignantly 
rejected. 


THE CATCHING OF BENDER.

The general belief 
aniong many has been that the whole family 
were hung by vigilantes, led by Senator York, 
but nothing authentic has ever been known 
of them.

A Pennaylvania County Trensurer’s Efforts to Make a 
Living.

ADAMS TAKEN IN. 


A baring Attempt te Extort Money Fromthe Massa- 
chusettsa Refrigerator. 

Bostroxy April 7.—A remarkable censpiracy 
to extort money from Charles Francis Adams 
and blackmail his family has just come to 
light. The first intimation of the scheme 
was a warning received by Adams’s clerk, 
Friday last that Adams’s account at his 
bank had been overdrawn. ‘This was 
considered very surprising, as he was 
known to have $18,000 to his credit there. 

THE MATTER INVESTIGATED. 

Investigation was at once begun it was 
fuund that the check for $17,500 regularly in- 
dorsed and signed by Adams, but filled in by 
another, had been deposited in the Mer- 
chants’ bank some time previously, and had 
in due course of business come around to 
Adams's bank. To-day J. 8. Morrison was ar- 
rested on the 100’clock train for New York. 
He made a statement that the check repre- 
sented money Adams had lost at gambling. 
The statement further shows that Adams, 
who is in feeble health, and whose memory is 
impaired, was considered ag od subject for 
plucking by this man, who is said to be inter- 
ested in the bunko gaime, and it was believed 
the Adams family would pay anysum to 
avoid the publication of the story.

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THE TORNADO'S TRACK. 


VWIDESPREAD DESTRUCTION OF 
PROPERTY IN THE WEST. 


Immense Loss of Human Life—The Devastation Ex 
tends from Kaneas, Iowa, Illinois to Michigan— 
Harrowivg Tales of Death and Human 
Mutilaticn—Houses in Mid-Air. 


Wasnineton, April 7.—Western dispatches 
report a series of tornadoes yesterday at differ- 
ent points, from Kansas to Michigan, attended 
by some remarkable evidences of the power of 
the wind. Houses were demolished in many 
places in Kansas, Iowa, Illinois and Michigan, 
and lives were lost in all those states. 

THE ANTICS OF THE STORM IN KANBAS, 

The cyclone which started near Raymond, 
Rice county, Kansas, last night moved ina 
northerly direction, and prostrated the tele 
graph poles when it crossed the Santa Fe rail- 
road track. Jobn Wilson’s house was blown 
down and Mrs. Wilson was killed, and a Mrs. 
Parker was fatally injured: Several other 
large and strongly built houses were demoli- 
ished in the neighborhood. Proceeding north- 
ward, the storm struck the new and thriving 
town of Chase, demolishing twenty out of 
twenty-six buildings in the place, and throw- 
ing the cars from tiie track. Mr. Read, the 
hotel keeper, was killed, and his wife was 
fatally injured. Another woman ana a child 
were also killed. 

A COMPANION CYCLONE, 

At about the same time. in the eveninga 
sma!l cyclone passed through the eastern part 
of the cuuntry, but it did but little damage. 
It was accompanied by a variable waterspout. 
In some places the wind sucked all the water 
out of the wells. Astbe chouds approached 
Chase it was in the shape of a funnel, whist- 
ling and twisting with fearful velocity. All 
the inhabitants of Chase were mure or less 
injured, but few escaping without a hurt of 
some kind. The people are living in box 
cars, ar.d many families are in adestitute con- 
dition. 

SWEEPING THROUGH ILLINOIS,

says: A terrific tornado swept through the 
township of Kalamo, Eaton county, last 
night, doing immense damage and killing a 
Jarge quantity of live stock. Several lives are 
reported lost, and many persons are said to 
have been injured. The place is remote from 
travel and telegraph. Later advices say that 
in Oakland county Lafayette Randall, his sis- 
ter, and a little boy and Mrs. Henry Tyler 
were killed. A little daughter of Tyler had 
herarm so badly crushed that amputation 
was necessary. Miss Cora Ward was also in- 
jured. The debris of the house had the ap- 
pearance of saving been torn up by -an ex- 
plosion.

Fatal Termination of a Boy’s Prank With a Rope.

In this vard from the limb of a tree is 
suspended a_ single rope, at the end 
of which isa large knot, and the boys use 
this toswing upon. Aunt Lutetia bad in her 
employ a boy named John Henry Calvin, son 
of Peter Calvin, a brick-maker. He carried 
towels and other washing to Braswell’s barber 
shop, for which Aunt Lutetia washed, and 
did other duties about the house. Yesterday 
afternoon he went tothe house, and then into 
the next lot where hung the swing, and told 
the children who were watching from the 
window that he was going to play circus. 
After swinging awhile in the usual way, he 
got upon a piece of scantling that was laid 
upon the fence and the tree, and then put the 
rope around his neck. Having done this he 
told the children that he was going to play 
circus and hang himself, and swung off. The 
children saw his convulsions, but could not 
get to him, but could not have helped in any 
way, as they were too small, though they 
might have called for assistance. Aunt Lutetia 
returned from the funeral about 
half-past 4 o’clock. As soon as_ -the 
children saw her from the window, they call- 
ed to her to hurry up, as John had hung him- 
self. She repaired at once to the swing, but 
the boy had been dead sometime. She 
alarmed the neighborhood and brought a col- 
ored man named Reuben Bennett, 
and a women; named Mary Steph- 
ens to the scene. The boy was 
taken up and Dr. Hammond sent for. The 
doctor, of course, could render no ‘assistance. 
The boy evidently miscalculated the distance 
when he swung off. He was found in a sit- 
ting posture, his feet touching the ground, 
and his body about six inches from it. He 
was said to have been a bright child, and his 
death seems to be deeply regretted by the 
large number of colored neighbors who flock- 
ed to the house last night. His mother’s la- 
mentations were he endering.

The deputy got his hands on the 
mule, but he had no bridle or rope, the mule 
concluded he didn’t #ke Cobbs without corn, 
shook itself loose and went over into Clif 
Clay’s corn field. Here the deputy 
and his friend concluded to wait until day- 
light, when they thought it would be an easy 
matter to catch the mule, but after awhile, 
Scott went for his horse, thinking the negroes 
would carry it away and leave them on foot. 
While he was gone a crowd of negroes went 
to the field, run the mule off, Cobb following, 
for several miles until they were Jost to sight 
and sound, when he gave up pursuit. Scott 
was also beset by a crowd of the colored, 
yelling darkies, who told him he had better 
‘‘get back to town.’’ He threatened to shoot 
them and they left him. Cobb says that he 
traveled hard all night, lost his sleep, and he 
came back to the city about ten on Thursday, 
but the mule is not yet levied on. :

SOMETHING ABOUT A HEALTHY 
AND THRIVING TOWN. 


A Quiet Place—Its Advantages as a Hesori—Iits Public 
Buildings, Churches, Schools and Residences— 
A Handsome Drive and Flourishing 
Farms—Strawberries and Flowers. 


From the Savannah News. 
THOMASVILLE, Ga.—This clean, 
thriving little city of three thousand 
inhabitants, is so orderly and quiet 
that it is seldom a _ correspondent 
encounters anything of a startling or newsy 
character. The Mitchell house seems to be 
the center of attraction, and is really an im- 
posing structure, said to be able to accommo- 
date three hundred guests. A new hotel 
arose here last winter called the Waverly 
house, which also accommodates one hun- 
dred guests, and these, with the Gulf house 
and many private boarding houses, make it 
possible for all manner of persons to proeure 


congenial accommodations for a winter home 
in the town. About 400 northern visitors are 
reported to have spent the winter here, at a 
cost fer board of from $17 to $75 per month. 
A large number of tourists arrive during the 
season and stay over a few days:-or weeks. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The public buildings cannot be highly com- 
plimented at present, however creditable 
they may have been when erected. The town 
has outgrown them, except the court house. 
This is quite handsome, and is the centre of 
the corporation, which extends one mile 
in every direction from it. I was surprised 
ou attempting to enter the cupola for an out- 
look, to find that the architect had so con- 
structed the roof that it could be .ar- 
rived at only by a climb upon the roof of 
the building. It was certainly an unfortu- 
nate oversight, for I could easily imagine 
that the view of the surrounding country 
would be lovely from that elevated point— 
eectpemd about sixty-five feet. The church 
uildings are also of the village days of Thom- 
asville—not in keepingy with its prosperity. 
The Methodists, Baptists, Presbyterians, Epis- 
copalians, Israelites, Roman Catholics ard 
Christians have churches except the last 
named, who worship in Masonic - hall. 
Speaking of Masonic hall, it is with sincere 
regret that I find the time-honored fraternity 
(which Iam told flourished here for years) 
has ceased to exist in Thomasville. 

THE SCHOOLS, 

The schools are in a flourishing condition. 
Young Female college bas its maximum of 
pupils, and the South Georgia Agricultural 
college has steadily gained during the present 
term. Two winters ago some patriotic old 
hero, who was not yet tired of the world, suc- 
ceeded in introducing compulsory military 
duties into the college, but the farmers did 
not seem to like it. Opposition arose, and 
after two years trial the sword was unbuckled 
and the plow resumed as the ensign of the 
college. Many handsome residences and at- 
tractive cottages are to be seen, surrounded 
by shrubs and flowers. I do not remember 
noticing a single house, however humble, 
that did not have some variety of shrub or 
flower about it. Some nice specimens of 
architecture are to be met with, among them 
the residence of Mr. 8. L.. Hays, a French- 
villa-looking structure, perfectly enfolded 
with trees, shrubs, flowers and festooned with 
vines. Opposite I saw a square, antique two- 
story structure, which was pointed out as the 
first two-story frame building erected in 
the town—forty-five years ago—by Hardy 
Bryan. It is in a perfect state of 
preservation, and the stvle of the grounds 
around it indicates the home of wealth at 
present. A short turn displayed to our view 
the elegant residence. (almost completed) of 
Mr. Ainsworth. It has an oriental air, with 
just enough of modern improvement to ren- 
der it as pleasant and convenient as possible. 
On Dawson street, on quite an eminence, was 
pointed out the residence of the late Baron 
Von Strallendorff, who for several years re 
sided here. He traveled for ten years in search 
of a climate which would afford relief from a 
pulmonary disease from which he suffered, 
and chance brought him to Thomasville. He 
had visited the south of France, Italy, Spain, 
Palestine, Egypt, Madeira, and South Amer- 
ica, but found no relief until he came to the 
elevated pine forests of this locality. Here 
his health rapidly improved, and aftera vear’s 
residence he purchased a plantation, superin- 
tending in person the operations of the farm. 
All went well until a visit to New England 
caused a relapse, when, despairing of life, he 
returned to Mecklinburg, his home in Ger- 
many, to die in bis father’s house. 

POLITICS. 

No politics disturbs the tranquillity ot Thom- 
asvillians at present, but all are busy in their 
various pursuits, while the country people are 
absorbed in the business of the crops. A drive 
on the Coffee road yesterday took me along 
near Baybrook farm, where the perfumes of 
orange, fuscatus, olea, wistaria and honey- 
suckle deliciously mingled in the breeze, and 
along the margin of an artificial lake near by, 
with emerald green fields of grain on the ris- 
ing grounds beyond, forming a charming pic- 
ture. Halting to see the fish, a few crumbs of 
bread were thrown into the water, when large 
numbers of bream, perch and small trout 
seem to tussel with each other for the lunch. 
They seemed verv tame, and in their eagerness 
for food would dart to the very edge of the 
water at our feet. Within four miles of the 
town on this road is the Blackshear & McKay 
strawberry farm so highly spoken of, the San- 
ford & Idener nurseries, the Sanford & Black- 
shear LeConte pear orchard, and the famous 
LeConte orchard and nursery of Captain 
Varnedo, while two or three miles further on 
is the well known vineyard and fruit orchards 
of Mr John Stark, to whom Thomas county 
is indebted for the first well defined interest 
taken by her citizens in the cultivation of 
grapes and other fruits. RP

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A FIREPROOF BUILDING 


Fer the Magnificent Army Medical Muscuam and 
Library in Washington. 

WASHINGTON, he 5.—The house commit- 
tee on public buildings and grounds has re- 
ferred to a sub-committee the bill to provide 
for the construction of a new fireproof build- 
ing for the army medical museum and libra- 

» The building is also designed to accom- 
modate the record and pension division of the 
surgeon general's office. Thereis no doubt 
that a better building is needed for these pur- 

yes than the one now occupied, which is 
the building formerly Known as Ford's thea- 
ter, in Was ington, which was hurriedly 
puilt during the war, and in which President 
Lincoln was assassinated. . On the first floor 
ef this building, which is not fireproof, 
are 39 how kept all the hospital 
records of the army during the war, which 
are the Original and only evidences upon 
which pension claim agents can rely for the 
support of their applications for pensions. 
These records are contained in about 17,000 
yolumes, comprising hospital records, and 
registers, daily reports of sick and wounded, 
ete. In answering the questions sent to the 
surgeon-general’s office from the _ pension 
office, in regard te claims, nearly 140 clerks 
are, employed, and they are confined ina 
dark, illy-ventilated room, when even in 
clear days the gas is required to be kept 
burning. On account of the unhealthy con- 
dition of this building the inspector-general 
reports that trom 6 to 7 per centof the clerks 
are constantly absent from duty on account 
of sickness. On the second tloor, and on 
temporary galleries constructed for the pur- 

ose, are stored the museum and library col- 
Sons of the army. These are the most 
complete collection of the sort to the world. 
Last year there were 40,000 visitors in the 
museum alone. Very often medical officers 
are detailed by foreign governments to come 
to Washington and = study the — speci 
mens herein contained. The library is also 
the finest in the world, containing about 
70,000 volumes, a large proportion of which 
has been contributed by members of the med. 
ical profession in the United States since the 
war, from their private libraries. Medical 
authors, students, surgeons, and physicians 
in practice in all the principal cities, are in 
the habit of availing themselves of the invyal- 
uable medical information contained in this 
library. Dr. Wood, of the University of 
Pennsylvania, recently wrote a letter to the 
fonmmittee on public buildings and grounds, 
in Which he said that during the last three 
months he had sent to him from this library 
about thirty volumes not otherwise to be ob- 
tained in the United States, and which if he 
could not have consulted would bave render- 
ed his revision of a medical treatise upon 
which he is now engaged very imperfect. 

The building proposed for this library and 
museum and for the accommodation of the 
pension division of the surgeon general’s 
office is to be constructed entirely of brick 
and iron, without ornamentation, and is to be 
fire-proof. The estimated cost is to be $250,- 
000. While asa rule itis not best to bo en- 
thusiastic in support of the claims for new 
public buildings, this is a case which so gen- 
erally interests the members of a learned pro- 
fession, and in which the records to be cared 
for and preseryed are so invaluable that it 
seems worthy of special notice and considera 
tion.

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The Two Old Cronies to Become Reconciled Once

Wasuinaton, April 5.—There is considera- 
ble curiosity among the immediate friends of 
General Grant here, who have always been in 
lris confidence, to understand how and by 
what means and for what ends, an armistice 
has been declared between him and ex-Secre- 
tary Robeson, now a representative in con- 
gress, It appears that when Robeson was 
secretary of the navy, he made great trouble 
for Grant, consequent upon his open advocacy 
of the Secor claim and other manipulations 
of naval contracts. A coolness brew 
out of these matters, which was re- 
sented , by Robeson, who = ardently 
supported Blaine for the - presidential 
nomination at Chicago, and did all he could 
to beat Grant. Wiaien Grant returned from 
his tour around the world Robeson called on 
him, at his hotel in New York, but Grant 
savagely returned two of Robeson's cards, 
with the message that he was not at home. 
Since that time there has been no intercourse 
between them. But it appears that the presi- 
dent has recently managed to bring them to- 
gether, ata dinner given at the white house 
to General Grant, to which Mr. and Mrs. 
2ubeson were invited. It is conjectured that 
a treaty of peace has been arranged between 
these gentlemen, by the terms of which Mr. 
Robeson is to abandon the Blaine clique, to 
return to the administration fold, and to be 
admitted without prejudice by his action at 
the Chicago convention.

It has a wearying effect on the brain, inso- 
much that after one of my somnambulistic 
performances I have experienced a decided 
mental exhaustion. This sensation,  de- 
scribed as wellas [ am able, continues 
prominent till the return of conscious- 
ness in most cases, while in others it is so 
slight that one is hardly cognizant of hay- 
ing experienced any unusual feeling when he 
awakes. How I am able to find my way about, 
open doors, turn corners, dodge stairs and 
evade various obstacles when in this condi- 
tion is inexplicable to myself, for I am sure 
that I see nothing as I see it when awake; the 
only things that I seem to see are the distort- 
ed and fictitious shapes formed by my imagi- 
nation. That is—things on which my mind 
is fixed, the chairs which I sawed, for in- 
stance, | seem to see in a transparent and un- 
real form; while other articles, furniture, ete., 
have no plece in my vision, and are as if they 
had no existence in the house. ‘There aré no 
doors, no stairs, etc., to me. The feeling, on 
emerging from this state—an instantaneous 
change—is invariably one of min- 
gled relief and surprise, not in- 
frequently mixed With chagrin. The 
shock varies in intensity, but sometimes is 
I don’t belleye these phe- 
nomena, in my case, are the result of any 
physical or mental ailment or irritation; but 
ithink they arethe result of too intense 
mental application or persistency of thought in 
one direction, presently before retiring, upon 
a peculiar temperament. I never have called 
somnambulism a disease, and have never con- 
sulted a physician in regard to it.

Some Curiosities of Trade.

The demand for eye stones has fallen off 
very largely, but they are kept still and sold 
in considerable quantities.

It is said to be a business 
of considerable importance in North Carolina 
to capture rattlesnakes and from the fat to 
produce the oil.

THE MURDER IN CLARKE COUNTY. 

We printed vesterday the full particulars of 
the killing of young Roundtree, a student at 
the State university, by a negro. The case 
has no mitigaitng circumstances, but is aggra- 
vated by the fact that the negroes of Athens 
seem to be utterly lawless and ready for more 
bloodshed. The good people of Athens owe 
it to themselves as well as to the state to leave 
no stone unturned to bring these parties toa 
speedy trial for this outrageous crime. The 
parties who assemble around the jail are every 
one subject to indictment, and they ought to 
be indicted and punished. Such conduct 
will lead to riot, and serious riots unless pun- 
ished promptly.

THE NEW POSTAL PROPOSITION, 

The latest Washington fraud is labelled 
“cheap postage.’ Under this stolen title it is 
proposed to change the rate of letter postage 
from three cents for every half ounce to three 
cents an ounce. And this would be ‘“‘cheap 
postage” for the rich and the man of many 
letters—for the banker, the merchant, the lot- 
tery dealer and the Wall street sharper; but 
‘the man or woman who writes only an occa- 
sional letter and who has very little money to 
spare for postage will receive no benefit from 
the change. It would be a saving to 
the men who conduct ala*ge correspondence, 
but to the masses it would be an actual Cetri- 
ment, because it would reduce the revenue of 
the department and would for 
that reason postpone through at least 
another decade two-cent postage. The 
half ounce rate isthe unitin nearly every 
postal system of the entire world. It became 
so because the average letter does not weigh 
half an ounce. If congress sets aside this 
standard it will serve the few and injure 
the many; and as all republican con- 
gresses are controlled by a few eastern 
men, itis not improbable that congress will 
adopt the proposed rate and restore the frank- 
ing privilege to boot. The member who votes, 
however, fur this bogus ‘‘cheap postage’’ and 
against the rate that the people want, will be 
apt next fall to have a subject on hand 
that will need explanation. 


SNICKERS AND GIGGLES. 

Our esteemed contemporary, the Macon 
Telegraph, we regret to observe, continues in 
quite a state of mind in regard to the ‘‘Jay- 
hawker” letter, and this is a condition for 
which there is no remedy but a dark room, 
complete rest and occasional cold applications. 
Just at present there seems to bé asevere 
desire (we say severe because the symptoms 
are recurrent) on the part of the Telegraph to 
hold Tue Constitution responsible not only 
for the publication but for the sen- 
timents of the letter. In its is 
sue of yesterday, for instance, our 
contemporary made several extracts from 
‘‘Jayhawker’s’' letter, and added such remarks

There 
is nothing specially amusing in the 
‘Jayhawker’ letter, but certainly it is 
more rational to laugh at it than 
to stir the blue ether with theatrical fury and 
shake down the too ripe evening star with 
vigorous heroics. We smiled, we giggled, and 
we snickered, but not at the “Jayhawker’’ 


_ letter. There was the refreshing spectacle of 
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the arena, pawing the air, brandishing a 
stuffed club, and firing off Roman candles at 
intervals. Is it to be supposed that he would 
aliow the moral of so refreshing a spectacle to 
be lost? Moreover, preserving it, is it to be 
supposed that we would not enjoy it? Hence, 
these smiles, these giggles and these snickers. 

After all, the burden of our esteemed con- 
temporary’s implication is that a newspaper 
which quotes an article, or letter, or commu- 
nication without comment thereby indorses 
it. Asa matter of course, if the Telegraph's 
belief is set in this direction, it weuld be idle 
for us to enter into an argument to show that 
journalism has no such narrow limitations; 
but at least we can smile (or snicker, if it 
pleases our contemporary) at the implication. 


MR. ARTHUR'S SOUTHERN POLICY. 

The southern programme of our nice new 
administration isan exceedingly elastic one, 
and is so framed as to fit every possible con- 
tingency and condition. In Virginia, in con- 
sideration of the fact that a number of dem- 
ecrats have supported the policy of a rep bli- 
can senator, a few democrats have been ap- 
pointed to office. In Georgia a number of 
republicans have been displaced to make 
room for Grant men, in the hope that by this 
means perhaps the democratic party may be 
divided and destroyed. In South Carolina a 
large number of democrats are to be 
arrested on charges of intimidation and 
fraud based on evidence that would be worth- 
less in any court, save @hose which are in con- 
trol of republican partisans. 

In Virginia there are already symptoms of 
a reaction. In Georgia, the coalition of the 
republicans with the independents has proven 
to be the flattest failure on record. From 
first to last there has not been the slightest 
indication of popular approval, and it bas 
come to that pass that little children who 
dream of the coalition laugh in their sleep. 
In South Carolina, the bulldozing efforts of 
the administration will come to naught. 

It will come to naught, and yet its effect 
will be (after all is said) to leave a bad taste in 
the mouth. From a partisan standpoint 
merely, we have no objection to the raid on 
South Carolina by a United States attorney 
general who declares that he is prompted by 
party convictions. It will solidify the demo- 
cratic organization and put an end to a num- 
ber of very insidious movements. But we 
cannot afford to look at it from a partisan 
standpoint. It smacks so strongly of Grant- 
ism and is so suggestive of bayonet rule and 
the reconstruction period, that it is to be de- 
plored by all who are tired of strife and bit- 


terness. 

To deplore it, however, is The 
movement is deliberately concocted for the 
purpose of renewing political strife and bit- 
terness. It is fair notice to the people that 
Grant, and Arthur, and the machine have no 
higher idea of politics—no higher hope of the 
country—than to muster forth afresh the gory 
banners of sectionalism. From this point of 
view the outlook is nota hopeful one. That 
Mr. Brewster's raid is composed wholly upon 
a partisan basis is shown by the fact that re- 
publicans who were proven guilty of bulldoz- 
ing and intimidation at the last election are 
not to be put to the inconvenience of arrest. 

So we go. Each new turn of the political 
wheel shows the country that the results of 
Guiteauism last longer and reach further than 
an ordinary philosopher would have sup- 
posed.

COERCION IN IRELAND. 

Mr. Gladstone has unwillingly admitted 
that the coercion act has at least partially 
fuiled—that the.arrest of six hundred suspects 
and the extraordinary means adopted to pro- 
tect lives aud property have neither restored 
order nor sensibly reduced the number o! 
agrarian outrages. The moonshiners of Ire- 
land continue their work, in which assassina- 
tion, intimidation, rioting and the maiming 
of cattle play a conspicuous part. The land 
league no longer, it is true, openly acts; but 
that it still exists and is an unseen impelling 
force, no one doubts. Just before the adjourn- 
mentcf parliament forthe Easter holidays, 
Mr. Gladstone stated that the situation in 
Ireland was a very grave one, but, he added, 
the government must select its own time for 
proposing any desirable measures. He still 
hopes that the effect of the land act is extend- 
ing. 

Many applications are being made to the 
new Jand courts, and the best friends uf I[re- 
land—notably, Archbishop McCabe—urge the 
people to take advantage of its generous 
terms; but itis plain that the tenantry are 
so groused and embittered that no mere act, 
no matter how broad and fair, will put an 
endao the round of outrages. Neariyv every 
day brings a new assassination, although the 
island is full «of soldiers and detectives. 
What shall Mr. Gladstone do? Some ad- 
vocate the policy of retreat, without, how. 
ever, suggesting any acceptable policy as a 
substitute for the existing one. 
want a suspension of trial by jury, and 
a bolder and more violent chief secretary for 
Ireland; and yet not one of them can show 
wherein Mr. Forster has been wanting in his 
attempts to apply the coercion act. The more 
revolutionary, of course, are content to de- 
clare that the landlords must go. Mighty 
England is scarcely prepared to enter upon or 
to permit wholesale confiscation, and it is not 
at all probable that any policy of confiscation 
beyond the terms of the land act would re- 
ceive the slightest consideration. There is, 
however, one remedy that has not been tried— 
aremedy that Mr. Gladstone himself has 
suggested, namely: home rule in the 
sense and manner that Canada enjoys. 
It is certain Mr. Gladstone sees legislative 
autonomy in the dim future, and if he can 
conquer a peace, or can secure guarantees that 
peace and order shall be restored, he may be 
induced to make practical home-rule a near 
aieiand matter. Some change in the poliey 
of the government will undoubtedly take place 
soon, and let us hope that instead of severer 
measures of repression the government may 
be induced to consider the home-rule possi 
bilities of the difficult problem.

IIow They Are Pitched—Decreased Cotton Acreage— 
Inercated Grain Crops aad Less Fertilisers. 

We present below letters from the agricultural 
commissioners ef the southern states, addressed to 
THE CONSTITUTION, on the subject of the year’s 
Crops. 

It will be noted that there is a gratifying increase 
of grain crop acreage. a slightly smaller decrease in 
cotton acreage, and a very much larger decrease in 
the sale of fertilizers. 


TENNESSEE, 
Thirty Per Cent Increase in Wheat— Decreased Cotton 
Acreage—Increased Sale of Fertilizers. 

NASHVILLE, March 29, 1882.—In answer to your re- 
quest of date I will say that from estimotes fur- 
nished this bureau at seeding time last fall the in- 
creased acreage sown to wheat in Tennessee may be 
safely put at 50 per ceut. 

As yet] have no data upon which to base dn es- 
timate for corn or cotton. From the best informa- 
tion I have I thiuk there wil) beaslight increase 
of area forcorn and for tobacco, anda elight de- 
crease for cotton. The sale of fertilizers will be 
increased.

25 per Cent more Wheat, 50 per Cent mere Oats—No 
Change in Cotteon— Leas Fertilizers. 

Epitors CONSTITUTION—Gentlemen: In reply to 
yours of Maren 26th, will say that the return from 
our correspondents, covering a portion of the infor- 
mation you seek, are just now coming in, and J 
have delayed answering your inquiry until a suffi 
cientnumber had been received to enable me to 
give something approaching a correct o. inion. 

We have received partial reports from twenty- 
two of the thirty three counties in the state. They 
indicate an incregsed acreage in wheat of 25 per 
cent, and in oats@f 50 per cent. This would make 
the actual acreage in wheat 198,268, and oats 352,912. 
This would yield ifan average crop Is realized, 1.- 
140,041 bushels of wheat, and 3,705,891 buehels of 
oats, 

We have no estimaies yetas to corn, but from ob- 
servation, I think the acreage will probably not ex- 
ceed 1831, and may possibly be less. Theincre:sed 
acreage in grain would doubtless have decreased 
the acreage in cotton, but for the operations of the 
stock law. As this law will bring into cultivation a 
large area of old fields, hedge rows, and land that 
would not have been cultivated, if it had been 
necessary to fence it, I think it probable that the 
acreage in cotton will fuily equal that of last year. 

The correspondents of this department estimate 
that 20 per cent less feriilizers will be used this 
season than last. The records of our office show, 
however, that privilege tax tags have been pur- 
chased for 85,598 tons against 104,881 tons for the 
same period last year showing a difference of only 
16,287 tons, but I am informed that large quantities of 
fortilizers are stored at the various depots through- 
out the state, upon which the tax has been paid, 
that has not been sold. This would seem to verify 
the estimates ef our correspondents. 

The returns to this department indicate that 
phosphates are being more largely used than ammo- 
niated fertilizers. As the phosphates are nsed 
chiefly for compesting with lot manure or cotton 
seed, it shows that the farmers are practicing more 
economy in th@ particular. If the correspondents 
are correct as to the percentage of decrease in the 
use of fertilizers, 1t will be a saviug of over $500,000 
in the one item of expense. The grain crop in all 
the counties is reported ir fine condition. lam,
